Corn was reported blown down 


on numerous farms through the 
county, while damage to telephone 
and electric company lines was 
not estimated high. On several 
farms the wheat was catapulted 
badly but on others the accom- 
panying rain was just what was 
needed to give the corn added 
growth. Sweet corn in some dis- 
tricts was in danger because of 
lack of rain, but the amount of 
rainfall poured over the 
county 


early Friday greatly relieved this 
situation. 


BARN IS BURNED 


A large barn on the farm of Wil- 


lis Neff, S. Court-st, in Jackson- 
twp tenanted by B. F, Johnson was 
destroyed when it was struck by 
lightning early Friday. 


Electric lights in this city were 


extinguished for a short 
time 


when a generator at the Floodwood 


burned "out. The lights were out 


a short time however. 


Earl W. Lutz, superintendent of

received rain early Thursday after- 
noon, especially in the southern 
part of the county at the head- 
water of Hargus Creek, no rain of 
Consequence fell here until after 
4 a. m. Friday. Dr. H. R. Clarke, 
weather observer, announced that 
1.64 inches of rain fell from that 
time until 6:30, a. m. The rain 
came down in sheets while the 
thunder and lightning awakened 
many residents of the city several 
hours before time to'rise.

FORABSENTVOTERS 


Qualified electors of Pickaway- 


co who find they will be unavoid- 
ably absent from the county on 
primary election day, August 11, 
may vote an absent voter's ballot 
at the election board prior to that 
time, according to Harry E. Weill, 
clerk of the board of elections. The 
board of elections office is located 
in the city building. 


The law requires that a person 


must be out of the county and 
more than ten miles distant from 
their precinct on election day be- 
fore they can vote an absent vot- 
er's ballot. The old law required 
that an elector be at least 
fifty 


miles from the precinct before he 
could use an absent voter's ballot. 


The required procedure is for the 


elector to write the election board 
for an application for an absent 
voter's ballot. The application is 
mailed the elector who fills it out 
and returns it to the board. If the 
application is granted, the absent 
voter's ballot will be sent the vot- 
er.
